_A MASS MEETING 


To Talk Over Water-rate Ex- 
actions. 


THE CITIZENS’ WATER COMPANY. 


Mr. Wicks Announces the, Sale of 
His Interest to Eastern Par- 
ties—Promised Devel- 
opment—Meters. 


A mass meeting was. held last night 
in the West End, at the rooms of the 
Board of Trade to discuss the matter 
of water rates. There were about one 
hundred citizens present, among them 
being President M. L. Wicks of the 
water company. Mayor Hazard, Coun- 
cilman McLain and City Attorney Mc- 
Farland. 

E. E.- Galbreth, the chairman, pre- 
sided, and in opening the meeting 
stated that the object was to come to 
some understanding relative to the 
water question, and see if the meetin 
could formulate the ideas of the citi- 
zensin some way that will give the 
water company a clear idea of the 
wishes of the citizens. 

The Chairman read a letter of regret 
from C. M. Wells, who said he was 
heartily in accord with the meeting. 
In his opinion, the capacity of the 
present water works is entirely inade- 
quate, and permanent relief can a 
come through a new system of wor 
Any present truce or arrangement, 
thought, can only be temporary. The 
citizens must move unitedly for new 
—— by the city. 

OE. W. Bartels was elected secretary 
of the meeting. 

The chairman read the list of water 
rates fixed by tke ordinance to private 
consumers passed by the City Council. 
He also read the rates fixed by the 
ordinance by meter rates.. The ordi- 
nance read from is the ordinance 
rein in February and to take effect 

nJu 

J. 7d Sheward said that he wished 
toask Mr. Wicks some questions to 
start the ball rolling. He said that he 
and Mr. Breakey live on Rockwood 
uvenue, and pay more than all the 
neighbors combined. 

Mr. Wicks said that the ordinance 
has never been lived up to. 

Mr. Sheward said that other neigh- 
bors had received rebates which he 
never had received; that the rates are 
unequal. 

Mr. Wicks said that the only way to 
get equality is to have meters. ‘he 
only way to get equity is to do equity. 
This is all foolishness. The only rea- 
son the company has put in meters is 
to equalize rates, not raise. It is ad- 
mitted that some men will be ground 
by the meters; but every one who 
wants fairness will see that me- 
ters are the fair thing. The only 
thing possible to be done is to 
put in meters. The company has 
been denounced before the people 
know what it has done. Water is 
worth more here than in other places. 
“You are not educated up yet to the 
rates; neither am I,” he said, ‘but I 
wish to say that the meter is to save 
waste, not raise rates. The most that 
I can say is that we are reforming the 
condition of things as rapidly as pos- 
sible. The only way I can see to do 
justice is to measure the water.” 

A question pees asked, if the com- 
pany is on all ¢on- 
sumers, Mr. Wi said that ‘he would 
put meters on all that he thought they 
should put on. 

Mr. Moss asked why five times as 
much is charged in the new rates as a 


the past. 
Mr. Wicks replied that that is not 
the fact. e continued, and said that 


the matter of rates must be determined 
by experience. The Council did not 
know when they passed the ordi- 
nance, and the only way the company 
can get at it is to test it by experience. 
The meters have only been put on to 
revent waste, not fix rates. When 
awns of eleven thousand five hundred 
square feet are irrigated, then, of 
course, the rates are raised. | 

Mr. Baker indorsed the remarks of 
Mr. Wicks that the water should be 
measured. He held that the water 
companies should have their measures 
just as for other things; that is the 


only way to do equity in the mat- 
ter. e found that in ,many 
other cities the meter sys- 


tem had proved eminently satisfactory. 

He spoke at some length about the use 
of surface water, and blamed the citi- 
zens themselves, not the water com- 
panies, for the bad water in use, tell- 
ing the membersofthe meeting that the 
trouble about water will continue until 
the citizens take the matter in hand 
and pet good water, dig for it the same 
asofold. The meters could not be 
perfect with tbe use of surface water. 

Mr. Davies said that the great diffi- 
culty he had seen in the matter is that 
the meters had not been put in uni- 
versally. 

Mr. Sheward said that as soon as 
meters are put in universally he will 
pay his rate cheerfully, but until they 
do he never will. 

Mr. Ennis said that when the man 
came to puta meter in his house he 

smd that the company would not put 
in meters. extept where it would in- 
crease the revenue to the company. 

Mr. Wicks asked him how much his 
rate had been reduced the last month 
by the meter. 

Mr. Ennis replied that he had always 
thought he was being charged too 
much. But personalities are not what 
is wanted. The citizens want equalit 

Mr. Wicks being asked if he aaand 
put meters on all, replied that he 
would not. ‘He did not consider it 
necessary to put meters on those who 
pay the minimum rate. He said that 
he wished to deal fairly, and said that 
be had made a sale of the water works 
to some gentlemen from the East, who 
proposed to bring water trom the 
mountains. They have paid $25,000 
down, ana he believed that the day is 
not far distant when the city will have 
good water and in quantity. 

He said he had sold the works at less 
than they cost, and they think they 
ie a good plan to get water by grav- 


Sie referred to the difficulty of run- 
ning water works, and suid: he was 
striving to build up tbe works, and 
there ought to be some consideration. 
There has been an inequality in bills, 
and in all cases of large consumers a 
meter had been put in to equalize mat- 
ters. 

Mr. Moss told a story, the effect of 
which was that-he was glad the new 
company had taken hold to get pure 
water from the mountains. 

Mr. Breakey said that he did not 
think the citizens on the hills should 


|| pay any more than the rates charged 


by other companies. The whole city 
should be put on an equality. 

Mayor Huzard said his experience in 
water had not been flattering finan- 
cially. He would suggest that his 
West End friends should hitch on to 
the East Side Water Company and get 
good water. [Laughter.] The trouble, 
he thought, with complaints, was-that 
citizens were inciined to go too far. 

He had thought over the matter care- 


fully, and the city, he was frank to say, . 
should take the matter in. band. [Ap ue 
plause.}] If all the companies were 
merged in one, the city could perform 
the service much better than at pres- 
ent. He gave his experience in his 
East Side Water Company, and saia 
his objection to the Stern franchise 
was that he believed the rights of the 
city in the water should be inviolate. 
he city can, as a body, furnish it 

cheaper than a_ struggling company. 
It can doit on a large scale, and fur- . 
nish it at a minimum. He was in 
favor of the plan of the city owning its 
own water system. He believed that 
it will not be long before the city has 
a goud water system, good water and 
plenty of it. 

There was some further discussion 

articipated in by Messrs. Register, 
Davies, Wicks, Moss, Millard,City At- 
torney McFarland and others.

A motion was made by J. D. Bailey 
that it be the sense of the meeting that 
the city sbould issue bonds and own 
its own water works.

A prominent business man, who is 
very close to the chief lawyer of the 
Union Pacitic Company, stated yester- 
day that there is no doubt about the 
truthfulness of the report in yester- 
day’s Times, to the effect that the 
Union Pacific and tha Santa Fé had 
joined hands, and that the Union Pa- 
cific will build from Mojave to San 
Francisco.

CHARGES AGAINST AN ATTORNEY 


Mr. Dooner Retires from the Case 


—Curlew, the Amateur Foot- 
pad, Convicted—- To ~ 
Annul a Deed. rani 
The case of Weyse vs. Weyse now on 
trial before Judge Van Dyke, was en- 
livened yesterday by the presentation 
of affidavits concerning P. W. Dooner, 
Esq., of counsel in the case for Mrs. 
Louise Weyse, one of, the defendants. 


The first affidavit was presented on 
behalf of O. G. Weyse, and was fol- 


lowed bya counter affidavit yesterday 
and areply affidavit in the afternoon. 


The affidavit of O. G. Weyse sets 
forth that P. W. Dooner, Esq., is lead- 
ing counsel for the defendant, Louise 
Weyse; that foralong time prior to 
the commencement of the present ac- 
tion, from 1881 to 1888, he was the 
attorney and confidential adviser of 
the affiant, who believed him to be an 
upright attorney and honorable gen- 
tleman, During that time he followed 
the advice of Mr. Dooner, and con- 
fided not only his business but private 
affairs to him. He alleges that his 
affairs became involved in the begin- 
ning of 1888; dnd acting under Dooner’s 
advice he made an assignment for the 
benefit of his creditors. He was after- 
ward advised by Mr. Dooner to go to 
France and explain matters to his 
wife, in order to avoid an impending 
rupture in his conjugal relations. 
He’ went, but on arriving al- 
leges that he found that Mr. 
Dooner had given contrary advice 
by telegraph to the affiant’s wife, ad- 
vising her to return to Los Angeles 
immediately in order to prevent a 
meeting, and had instituted divorce 

roceedings on behalf of his wife be- 
fore his return, and before he could 
meet his wife. He alleges that Mr. 
Dooner was at all times, while acting 
as his attorney, secretly advising both 
his wife and his brother, intending 
to provoke discord and encour- 
age litigation between them in order 
that he might realize profit. 

- He further charges that in 1887 R. 
G. Weyse began suit against the affi- 
ant, which involved practically the 
same questions as in the eo suit, 
and that her trusty Mr. 
fided to him all the facts upon which 
he based his defense. By reason of 
his position, Mr. Dooner, it is alleged, 
has been to a great extent the author 
ofthe present involved condition of 
affairs, and isin a position to do the 
affiant irreparable injury. . 

‘The motive of Mr. Dooner is alleged 
to be, further, a financial one. 
affiant refers to the business conducted 
by him, Naud’s warehouse, and states 
that a rival warehouse has been organ- 
ized in the city, known ‘as the Califor- 
ae Warehouse Company, in which 

Ir. Dooner is interested, and the affi- 
ant believes that his conduct has been 
controlled by this, thus making him 
wholly unfit to appear in this action. 
The affiant. therefore asks that 


ner’s affidavit, at 
length, denied that he had advised O. 
G. Weyse about his private affairs, 


and stated that he had at all times wi 


regarded his relations as attorney 
sacred, and lived up to his duties as 
an attorney. 


“The reply affidavit still insisted that | 


the attorney should not act in the case. 
Nothing was said about it until the 


~ close of the day’s proceedings, when 


Judge Van Dyke broached it. He 
said that, while he did not propose to 
ointo the history of the relations of 
r. Dooner and Mr. Weyse, he thought 
that, for the sake of keeping free from 
unpleasantness, it would be better for 
Mr. Dooner to refrain from partici- 
pating in the case. 

Mr. Dooner addressed the Court and 
said that he had determined before the 
Court brought up the subject to take 
that course, and would do so. 

The trial during the day was a repe- 
tition of the first day. Rudolph G. 
Weyse was onthe standin the after- 
noon, and the affairs of the Weyse 
brothers with E. Naud, deceased, and 
his widow afterward, were gone into 
at great length. The case will proba- 
bly last, as Mr. Chapman, one of the 
counsel, stated, a week ortwo. Judge 
Van Dyke, who was to have gone to 
San Bernardino today to try a case 
there, was obliged to send a telegram 
that he could not come. The trial 
will be resumed this morning. 

CURLEW CONVICTED. 

Arguments were made yesterday 
morning in the case of Charles Cur- 
lew, on trial before Judge Cheney upon 
a charge of assaulting Mr. Nelms near 
Florence last month with intent to rob 
him. Arguments by the defense were 
made by Mr. Orfila and Mr. Glowner, 
and were devoted to the vain attempt 
of trying toreconcile the facts with 
the theory of the defense. The trans- 
parent story told by Curlew, that he 
went with Tom Long the night of the 
crime because he knew he was a des- 
perate character, and wished to keep 
track of him sothat he could inform 
the authorities if he committed any 
crime was a corker for the young attor- 
neve to gloss over. They struggled 
valiantly to make white appear black, 
and give their client the benefit ofa 
reasonable doubt, but the facts were 
too much for them. 

Mr. Hardesty madea brief argument, 
reviewing the testimony cursorily, but 

utting the contradictions of the de- 
endant’s story so clearly that it was a 
foregone conclusion that the jury 
would not long deliberate. They were 
out twenty minutes and returned a 


verdict of guilty as charged, Monday 
was fixed for the sentence of the de- 
fendant.

Almost simultaneously 
Gov. Waterman had, to use a colloquial 
phraso, “shot off his mouth” regard- 
ing the annexation of Lower Califor- 
nia, and Congressman Vandever had 
introduced a bill in the House with 
that object in view. It is not surpris- 
ing that a high-minded and patriotic 
people like the Mexicans—a people 
who feel all the more touchy on ac- 
count of their weakness as compared 
with the strength of this country— 
should believe that these almost 
simultaneous utterances on the part of 
high State officials were more than a 
mere coincidence—that some deep-laid 
plan was on foot toforcibly dismem- 
beretheir territory. 

Thijs belief will certainly gain 
strength on account of the latest San 
Diego scheme. That movement will 
be connected with the utterances of 
Gov. Waterman and the activity in the 
same direction of Congressman Van- 
dever—and not altogether with- 
out reason. Congressman Van- 
dever a few weeks ago wrote 
a letter to B. A. Stephens (‘‘Secre- 
tary General’) of the Informant 
(whose proprietor was to be ‘‘War 
General’’) in which occurred the fol- 
passage: | 

Propositions are now omy before 
our Congress fur the organization of a joint 
commission to consider these and all other 

uestions, and if Mexico refuses to treat 
or their settlement upon honorable terms, 


it is not at all improbable that a resort to 
other remedies will be forced upon us.” 


At the same time the Informant, 
while admitting Gen. Vandever’s 
shortcomings as a Representative from 
this district, booms him for another 
term in Congress. 

‘Now, putting two and two together, 
is it unreasonable to suppose that 
Messrs. Vandever and Waterman, if 
not cognizant of the general plan for 
the invasion of Lower California, at 
least unconsciously gave the cue.for 
the scheme, by their ill-advised en- 
couragement of the idea of - annexa- 
tion? Such wild talk should be se- 
verely frowned down. This country is 
at peace with Mexico. We are anxious 
to increase our trade with our neigh- 
boring republic. We cannot afford to 
allow afew speculators to involve us 
in a dispute which could only end in 
bloodshed, and from the bitter feeling 
consequent upon which it would need 
many years to free us. It is a matter 
for deep surprise that persons whom 
the State has honored with high 
position should be found indorsing 
such criminal folly. In doing so they 
misrepresent the will of their constitu- 
ents. 


THE PRESIDENT AND SILVER. 


In connection with reports regarding | 


the President’s attitude toward silver 
legislation, the following extract from 
a Washington dispatch to the Boston 
Journal is interesting: 


The silver bill which will be »proposed 
and undoubtedly pass will probably be 
much broader in its terms than some of the 
more conservative western men approve. 
There are some Senators who. think the 
President would sign any bill that may be 
sent to him Epon the subject of silver, irre- 
spective of his previous expressed opinion 
upon that subject. This opinion is es- 
pecially entertained by certain west- 
ern Senators and Representatives, 
who have had numerous consultations 
with the President since the agita- 
tion of the _ silver question began. 
It is very evident that thé President 
would not care to be out of line with the 
majority of his party in the House upon 
such an important question. It perhaps is 
worthy of notice also that it is western’ 


President would approve any measure 
which the two Houses sent to him. Senator 
Jones of \évada has recently expressed the 
opinion that to pass a bill which the Presi- 
dent would veto would be worse than not 
to have any legislation. No one, however, 
can definitely trace to the President any ex- 

ression of opinion upon the subject. Mr.

WICHITA AND LOS ANGELES. 


Wichita, Kan., a city which enjoyed 
a phenomal real-estate boom at about 
the same time that things were *‘hum- 
ming’’ in Los Angeles, is undergoing a 
similar experienceto this city, in re- 
gard to the fate of paper cities, laid 
out in advance of population, only 
more so.

REVOLUTION POSSIBLE. 

Capt. Janos affects to believe that a 
revolution in Lower California is quite 
feasible, and that he will yet be able 
to accomplish it independent of 
the bogus filibusters of San 
Diego. He says that the na- 
tives of Lower California are ground 
down by their Mexican leaders; that 
thoy have neither money nor arms, 
and are chafing over their help- 
less condition. He claims to 
have in his possession Lower 
Californias papers in which the 
Mexicans are referred to as “foreign 
invaders.”’ In fact, all that Mexico 
does for the peninsula is to send over 
a borde of hungry office-holders, who 
suck the country dry and leave nothing 
to benefit it. 

The restive populace, he thinks, are 
ready for revolt, and will follow any 
leader in whom they have confidence. 
Capt. Janes thinks he is that man. 

The following history of the former 
filibustering expedition is compiled 
from papers furnished by Capt. Janes: 
A LITTLE FILIBUSTERING HISTORY. 

Since the sad ending of the famous 
Crabb filibustering expedition to So- 
nora in 1555, there have been numerous 
filibustering schemes planned against 
Mexico. It will be recollected that 
Ciabb and his men were publicly shot, 
there being only one survivor, a youth 
of tender years, whom the Mexicans 
spared from the cruel fate of the oth- 
ers. 

Behind all of these 
“colonization” suhemes is the ruling 
passion—the thirst for gold and lands. 

There are four distinct classes who 
have a covetous eye on Lower Cali- 
ti posed of land-grab- 

e first is com of land-gra 
bers—alien, mainly. Their object is 
to acquire the best agricultural and 
mineral lands, together with the water- 
courses and seaboard frontages. Their 
main objective grab is the States of 
Sinaloa and Sonora, and in order to 
secure these rich possessions they 
would involve the United States in 

A WAR WITH MEXICO, 
and reap additional wealth by 
“shoddy” contracts, at the sacrifice 
the blood of the nation. 

The second class are the patriotic 
Americans who believe in the good old 
Democratic Monroe doctrine, that 


is | there shall be no flag but the American 


flag on the continent of North Amer- 


ca. 

The third class, largely represented 
in Los Angeles and throughout South- 
ern California, want the peninsula of 
Lower California for political and ter- 
ritorial purposes—that with Lower 
California added, the five counties of 
Southern California would secede from 
the so-called northern citrus belt and 
form another State, with Los Angeles 
be the capital. This is encouraged by 
twenty or thirty ambitious men of 
large ideas and small mental caliber 
who think they are qualified for the 
United States Senate. 

The fourth class is the typinal fili- 
buster, who wishes to found a free 
State—a separate flag and a distinct 
government, like the “Lone Star’’ 
State of Texas, when its citizens and 
American ‘“‘squatters’’ threw off the 
Mexican voke, and elected their leader, 

SAM HOUSTON, AS ITS PRESIDENT. 

For years this class of filibusters have 
been inducing all classes of people to 
emigrate to the Peninsula, and se 
overbalance the native population— 
somewhat on the plan of colonizing a 
ward with “repeaters” in a political 
campaign. The seeds of secession 
would be sown by public speeches 
and the press, and in the new govern- 
ment leaders of the native element 
would be placated with office, and thus 
revolution would be accomplished— 
peaceably or otherwise. 

Thus, there are four distinct plans 
for revolutionizing Lower California— 
all for greed of gold or territory—not 
for the amelioration of the oppréssed 
native, whose condition is far worse 
than that of the negro in his com- 
paratively “happy sunny southern 
home” in the days of slavery. 

Statesmen of Mexico, seeing these 
forces at work, long ago concluded 
that Mexico must eventually lose 
Lower California, wisely sold that 
which would eventually be wrested 
from her. The Mexican government 
made 

A LARGE GRANT 
in 1864, covering the vast area of 46,- 
800 square miles in Lower California, 
which was subsequently transferred to 
the Lower California Company, whose 
headquarters were in Los Angeles—a 
corporation which bas already pos- 
sessed itself, under other grants, of a 
vast portion of the rich provinces of 
Sonora and of the peninsula. For this 
transfer, the grant of 1564, the Lower 
California Company paid to Mexicoa 
large sum of money when she wasin her 
utmost need. The transfer was duly 
made at the Mexican Legation in

Sanford, J. B. G, Isham 
and Marshall Roberts. 

The company disclaimed any pdlit- 
ical motive; that its object was to col- 
onize the lands for commercial pur- 
poses. It organized large expeditions 
of settlers with the view of settling up 
two of its provinces, and establishing 
an ocean city. Emigrants, allured by 
the precious metals, and other deposits 
of valuable materials of commerce, 
swarmed into Lower California; and 
this spontaneous movement made it 
allthe more requisite that the com- 
pany should at once apply its power 
and its means to regulate this random 
population under civil laws. The com- 
pany was armed with peers equal to 
those of the great East India Company, 


which 

FOUNDED AN EMPIRE 
in Hindoostan, and its superintendent 
and Governor-General was said to be 
the Hon. John A. Logan. J 
Among the above-named are fou 
two ex-ministers to China and Mexico 
—Messrs. Cushing and McLane. 

THE TRIUNFO WAR. 

In November, 1874, there was an at- 
tempted insurrection by the Lower 
California leader, Chavero, formerly 
collector of customs at La Paz. Chav- 
ero’s partisans, to the number of 
about one hundred, were captured in 
small parties by state troops collected 
by Gov. Davelos. Two of the insur- 
rectioniste were shot. It seems that 
after this trouble was over the troops 
were not disbanded, but were, for some 
unexplainable reason, gathered about 
Triunfo, 

The works of the Hormiguera Silver 
Mining Company aro at Triunfo, about 
fifty-two miles from La Paz.

trumped-up and trivial charges. It has 
seemed apparent that there was 
a disposition. to interfere with 
the company’s operations, and 
to harass them in every 
way. About a month before the in- 
surrection, the military suddenly seized 
the s in the store of Mr, Brooks 
on the tense that they had been 
charged With poison, arrested 
and putaguard over the establisn- 

az to pro ericans, if necessary. 
Subsequently Mr. Brooks was released 
and his property restored to him, there 
being, of course, no grounds whatever 
for the outrage committed by the mili- 
tary. Forthisand all previous out- 
rages Mr. Brooks was unable to obtain 
any satisfactioa from the Mexican 
civil authorities. 

About this time Capt. Janes, now of 
Los Angeles, arrived there from La 
Paz, and volunteered to lend a hand 
in defense of the place 1f necessary. 
Mr. Brooks accepted his offer and put 
him ip command of a number of work- 
men, who were armed and formed into 
a sort of home guard. Capt. Janes 
threw up barricades around the

Mr. Galen, Gov. Davelos, Command- 
dante Martinez, Capt. Janes and sey- 
eral Mexican officers met in Mr. 
Brooks’s house, and, after parley, Mr. 
Brooks agreed to disarm his force, the 
Mexicans agreeing to withdraw their 
troops from the hacienda. Mr. Brooks 
at once carried out his part of the 
agreement, disarming his men and 
sending them to their work in the 
mines. At latest information the 
Mexicans had failed to stand to their 
agreement. The troops were till 
there. 


JANES’S ESCAPE. 

As one condition of peace, the Mexi- 
cans insisted that Janes should at 
once leave the country. This was 
agreedto. Janes made his way to La 
Paz at night to avoid danger, and 
after secreting himself near that city 
for several days, got on board the next 
steamer, and landed in San Francisco 
on November 26, 1874. . 

And thus ended the ‘Triunfo war.”

The Next War Will Not Be in Lower 
California. 
{Pasadena Star, May 22.1 * 

Itis to be regretted that certain 
parties are trying to disturb the peace 
and prosperity of our schools by renew- 
ing the fight in the interest of Mr. 
Pinckney, which caused so0 much 
trouble and bad feeling a year ago. 
During the past year our schools, 
under the excellent management of 
Prof. Monroe, have reached a stand- 
ing which might well be envied by any 
city of this or any other State of our 
Union. We understand that the 
petitions which are being — circu- 
lated, asking that Messrs. Spald- 
ing, Holder and Bent be candidates 
for school trustees of this district, are 
being circulated in the interests of Mr.

Lex, *Bone to Be Sold Next Thursday 
Morning.
